Jupiter Pluvius Fails to 
Check Determination of 
Camp to Make Heroes of 
Balloonists. 


New York, January 14.—In a driv- 
ing rain that rolled down the streets 
inches deep, Lieutenants Kloor, Far- 
rell and Hinton rode six miles to

American Mission 
With Testimony 


Friends Declare British 
Secret Service Men At- 
tended the Washington 
Hearing—British Troops 
Seize Irish Munitions. 


Washington, January 14.—Friends 
of Lord Mayor Donal J. O’Calla- 
ghan of Cork, who has been testify- 
ing before the unofficial committee 
investigating conditions in Ireland, 
claimed they recognized British se- 
cret service operatives among spec- 
tators at the hearing Friday, when 
O’Callaghan completed his testi- 
mony and accomplished the an- 
nounced purpose of his visit to 
America. 

O’Callaghan, appealing for Amer- 
ican sympathy and support, declared 
Ireland will be annihilated unless 
America or some other country 
comes to her assistance. He com- 
pared the burning of Cork to the 
sacking of Louvain by the Ger- 
mans. He said the burning was a 
reprisal, and that in a year many 
Irish towns have been destroyed in 
whole or in part. 

“We are making the fight and we 
shall continue the fight, be the re- 
sult what it may,” O'Callaghan said 
in concluding his testimony. 

To Be Re-Elected. 

As a result of his trip to Ameri- 
ca as a stowaway, O'Callaghan will 
be re-elected mayor at the annual 
election January 23, cording to 
predictions from Irelan 

Cork has had three lord mayors 
in a year. O'Callaghan claimed that 
Lord Mayor McCurtain was wilfully 
murdered by agents of the British 
government, that Terence Mac- 
Swiney went on hunger strike te 
help Ireland, and added: “I hope 
Cork is more fortunate during the 
coming twelve months.” 

Mayor O'Callaghan was followed 
on the stand by Peter MacSwiney,

Mayor Key, Mrs. Sharpe 
and Mrs. Thomas Dis- 
cuss Project Knoxville 
Wants to Know How Au- 
ditorium Was Built. 


* 
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That Atlanta will have a public 
market by which farmers in the 
vicinity of the city will see the 
practical benefits of diversification, 
that Atlanta housewives will be 
able to buy better farm products for 
the table at lower prices and this 
accomplished without expense to 
the city was the keynote sounded 
at the regular meeting of the Civ- 
itan club in the Kimball house Fri- 
day at 13:30 o'clock. 

The prokability that the Civitan 
club will push the project as one 
of its first steps toward city bet- 
terment was enhanced by the pres- 
ence of Dr. Herbert Acuff, presi- 
dent of the Knoxville Civitan club, 
who is in Atlanta to ascertain the 
manner in which the Auditorium- 
Armory was constructed so that the 
Knoxville club may construct a 
similar building in the Tennessee 
city. 

The address of Dr. Acuff, follow- 
ing those of Mrs. Irving Thomas, 
president of the Atlanta Woman's 
club, and Mrs. Norman Sharpe, sec- 
retary and chairman of the city 
market committes, urged the Atlan- 
ta Civitans to work out the project 
by disclosing from an outsider’s 
point of view the benefits which 
have accrued to Knoxville homes 
through better and cheaper farm 
products, and calling attention, 
fr the physician's point of the 
view to the more sanitary condl- 
tions surrounding the food. 

Mayor Key Speaks. 

Mayor Key, who was among the 
pricipal speakers, charged the Civ- 
itans with the opportunity of giv- 
ing a lasting benefit to all Atlan- 
tans through seeing the project 
to a successful conclusion, stating 
that theirs was an opportunity to 
do something probably of more far- 
reaching effect than has yct been 
accomplished “by any Atlanta civic 
body. He suggested that the pro- 
ject be handled in a smilar man- 
ner to the Auditorium and stated 
that he had recommended to the 
finance committee of city council 
that the 1921 budget contain an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 toward the 
project. It is expected that Fulton 
county will make a like appropria- 
tion which will go a long way to- 
ward: achieving the market, in the 
mayor’s opinion. 

Mrs. Thomas, who admitted to “a 
feared and trembling spirit” in the 
presence of so many males, made a 
Short address reviewing the success 
of the curb markets which were 
established through the auspices of 
the club last year, in which more 
than 25,000 women participated in 
in one day and che business of 
which totaled during the year more 
than $350,000. Climatic conditions 
necessitated the closing the market 
on December 1, she said, as it was 
impossible to encourage either farm- 
ers or housewives to stand in the 
‘rain and cold to purchase the prod- 
ucts during the winter months. 

Atlanta, Mrs. Thomas further re- 
marked, was the only city of any 
consequence from New York to 
Florida which did not have a bet- 
ter method of distributing food 
products from producer to con- 
sumer. 

Universal Interest. 

Mrs. Sharpe opened an address,’ 
which was enthusiastically received 
by the remark that there gvere 
schools to be considered, but that 
every home did not have school 
children; there were roads and 
Streets to be paved, but everyone 
did not have autés in which to 
traverse them, but that there was 
one problem in which evéryone was 
interested—that. of food. During 
the period when the curb market 
was open, she said, more than 200 
farmers brought their products which 
were disposed ofintimefor them to 
return and do a day's work on the 
farm, and that from talks with 
many of them she was convinced 
that there were many who would 
like to-specialize in produce if they 
could be assured of a year-round 
market place.

The indictments against the six 
men were returned January 10, and 
charges that on the night of De- 
cember 19, the defendants “did un- 
lawfully combine, conspire, confed-

to unlawfully and forcibly arrest 
one Jerry Kavin for the purpose, 
and with the intent to, hold him, 
the said Jerry Ravin, to a condi- 
tion of peonage, and with the intent 
and purpose of ftorcibly compeiling 
him against his will to work for 
and for the benefit of the said Er- 
win Morris on a farm in Henry 
county, to work out and pay a debt 
of $75 claimed by the said Erwin 
Morris to be due and owing to him.”

And Prices Irregular

New York, January 14.— With a downfall of snow turning to a 
drenching rain, the wire service to New England and the west was 
working badly, and with the attendance in the brokerage houses small, 
today’s trading on the stock exchange was very light. Prices opened 
a fraction loWer, with Sears-Roebuck down 2 points on the announce- 
ment that a scrip dividend of 2 per cent had been declared instead of 
the regular quarterly payment of 2 per cent, which a vice president of 


the company said only a fortnight ago would be paid. The directors Atl, Guilt & West Indies 


decided to declare the scrip dividend, which is redeemable on or before 
August 15, and which will carry interest at the rate of 6 per cent, 
because it was felt that the 8 per cent record, dating back to 1917, 
Should not be broken, and because it was felt that by spring or sum- 
mer business will be much better. Only a few days ago there was a 
sudden advance from 881% to 97 on short offering, on the 
the regular 2 per cent cash dividend would be paid. 

American Hide and Leather preferred was also weak, closing at 47 
last night, opening at 45% this morning and dropping to 43% during

For the nine months 
gross was, $133,747,000 against $108,000000 for the same period of 
1919, with a het deficit of $42,090,000, compared with $17,347,000 for 
1919. The better showing for this September was due to higher rates. 
It was in anticipation of this statement that American and Wells- 
Fargo had a sharp advance a day or so ago. 
New Move for Railroads. 

El Paso and Southwestern, which is controlled by the banking 
firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co., has applied to the interstate commerce 
commission for authority to change its capitalization from 350000 
shares, having a par value of $100 a share, to 1,000,000 shares, having 
no par value, 750,000 shares of the new stock to be exchanged for 
those now outstanding. In recent years many industrial companies 
have issued stock with no par value; but this is the first move of the 
kind to be made by a railroad. Many states have laws forbidding a 
railroad to sell stock for less than par. If stock with no par value 
were issued it would be easier for the so-called weak roads to raise 
money by the sale of stock. Such a plan might also have an effect on 
à company credit. A stock with par value of $100 selling in the open 
market at, say $20, tells its own story. 

Interborough Rapid Transit 5 per cent bonds were the features of 
the late trading, very heavy transactions occurring, with prices ad- 
vancing.

Durant’s “Comeback.” 

Durant lost control of General Motors five years ago and then 
recovered it through a carefully laid out campaign, only to lose control 
the second time. It was through the formation of a new company, the 
Chevrolet, that grew like a mushroom, that he recovered control of 
General Motors: ‘Chevrolet took over General Motors. Few men in 

Wall street who have been knocked out come back even once. Schwab 
did it with his New BethlA4bem Steel corporation, after having been 
‘thrown out of the steel corporation. Durant may do it twice. He is 
generally recognized in the automobile industry as a wizard. If he 
does come back again to stay he must carry control of his new com- 
puny through actual ownership of 51 per cent of the stock, not by 
carrying it on a margin in brokerage houses. He knows the automobile 
financing game, but in financing and tying up control~he has been 
amateurish. When he appealed for help only a few weeks ago, those 
who did the helping knew he was in trouble and sat waiting for him 
to come in. Durant Motors opened on the curb today when issued 
at 14%. Many have wondered why General Electric should be on the 
list of stocks that have recently been lending at a premium which 
indicated that there was a large short interest outstanding. Some light 
is being thrown on the subject by The Daily News. General Electric 
gold as high as 182 last year because even after most lines of trade 
began to show a falling off, the electrical supply companies had more 
business than they could handle.

ly to Great Britain. On the other 
hand, the amount of export busi- 
ness noted in the United States to- 
day appeared to be far less than aas 
been the rule of late, ani it was 
said France and Germany had been 
buying in Argentina to the extent 
of 1,000,000 bushels. Gossip was 
current, too, that enlarged domestic 
flour trade was being taken care 
of chiefly from wheat already on 
hand at the mills. Seaboard de- 
mand for corn helped to keep corn 
and oats relatively stéady, notwith- 
standing that rural offcrings of corn 
were liberal. Weakness of the hog 
market had a depressiag effect on 
provisions.

Pat Anderson, Alderman Oscar Wil- 
liamson and Councilman W. D. 
Hoffman: for a .45 tax, Alderman C. 
L. Chosewood, Councilman J. C. 
Murphy and Alderman Nelson T.

Mayor Key on Friday morning 
placed his emergency tax plan in 
its full detail before the commit- 
tee and excoriated its opponents. 
He charged the opponents of his 
plan with being enemies of the 
school system and with attempting 
to bring about the downfall of pub- 
lic education. 

He charged The Constitution with 
trying to disrupt the school system 
and with advocating a bond issue 
to “tear the school system to 
pieces.”

Experts Tell Investigating 
Committee of Value of 
Speculation. 


Washington, January 14.—Exis- 
tence of future markets for specula- 
tion is a necessity in the grain 
trade, the house agricultural com- 


atives of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, who appeared in opposition 
to legislation proposing regulation 
pt Ahe exchanges. 

“Exchanges cannot function with- 
out speculation,” declared Joseph P. 
Griffin, president of the Chicago 
Board of Trade. “All commodity 
prices inevitably fluctuate unless 
monopolized.” 

„Hedging.“ he declared, helped the 
public by narrowing the dealer’s 
profit, thus increasing the price 
paid to the producer and decreasing 
the cost to the consumer. Prices 
for wheat are fixed by the laws of 
supply and demand, James E. Boyle, 
professor of agricultural economics 
at Cornell university, testified. 
Prices for grain on the Chicago 
Board of Trade in a general way, 
“reflect the supply and demand fac- 
tors and meet the correct market 
test,” he said, adding that both fac- 
tors vary from day to day and ac- 
ccunt for market fluctuations. 

Preachers, lawyers, doctors and 
farmers, and other men of moder- 
ate mieans constitute a large per- 
centege of the speculators, Profes- 
sor Boyle said, adding that their 
elimination would be a “calamity’’ 
to the country.
